lot: Nos. 6, 7, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 
15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 21 and 22. 
Speaking of them, Mr. Mather 
sald: “They are ‘drawn well 
enough; some received unanimous 
votes in both houses of the legis- 
lature; they concern minor mat- 
ters; they have the approval of 
those competent to judge; and the 
arguments against them are chief- 
ly irrelevant, emotional and with- 
out much merit.” 


NO. 3 DISCUSSED 

“Two other _ constitutional 
amendments submitted by the 
legislature require further men- 
tion,” he said. “No. 3, supported 
by the Automobile club, prohibits 
the use of gasoline tax money for 
any purpose other than highways. 
The merit is that it is designed to 
prevent ‘raids’ on this fund in the 
legislature; the harm, that in 
times of emergency or depression 
it prevents the use of the funds 
to meet state needs.” 

No. 23 proposes to double the 
daily expense fund of the legisla- 
ture while in session, according to 
the speaker. It has been defeated 
a number of times, but the legis- 
lature’s work has increased with 
the growth of the state. The leg- 
islature needs the money, he said, 
adding: “I expect to vote ‘yes’.” 


“NO” VOTE FAVORED 


About other proposals Mr. 
Mather said: “No. 4, sponsored 
by the Automobile Club, proposes 
@ quasi-judicial body, somewhat 
like the present railroad commis- 
sion, to handle all highway mat- 
ters, Its good objective is the 
consolidation of all highway ad- 
ministration now scattered among 
four agencies. Its bad feature is 
the setting up of an independent 
commission, not responsible either 
to the governor nor to the elec- 
torate; it marks a step toward the 
“40 fat commissions” of 20 years 
ago. I expect to vote ‘No’. 

“No. 20 is not a single tax 
measure. It repeals at the rate 
of 10 per cent per year the tax on 
buildings and other tangible per- 
sonal property. It repeals out- 
right the sales tax, use tax, auto 
license taxes, and the private car 
tax of 1937. I do not believe in 
exempting so much income pro- 
ducing property from taxation, 
such as down town office build- 
ings, and expect to vote ‘No’.

Also he shall exercise general supervision over all county institutions, buildings, 
and property and make reports to the board from time to time, with such recom- 
mendations as he shall deem proper. 
He shall be the ex-officio county purchasing agent (another duty added since the 
charter was adopted 25 years ago.) 
He shall devote HIS ENTIRE TIME during usual office hours to the duties of his 
office, keeping an office in the court house. 
While the chairman must devote his full time as executive head of San Bernardino
